2. 37 C.F.R. 51.705(b) (2) (i) 

The correct patent term adjustment and the bases under 
§1.702 for the adjustment are as follows: 

The patent term adjustment set forth on the Determination of 
Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) that was attached 
to the Corrected Notice of Allowance mailed April 5, 2005 is 162 
days. It is respectfully submitted that this determination of 
162 days is an error, due to improper "Palm" entries by the 
USPTO. 

(a) The Patent Term Adjustment History for the above- 
identified application (a copy of which is enclosed) indicates a 
7 -day USPTO delay from the filing of a (first) Request for 
Continued Examination on April 13, 2004 to the Mailing of a 
Notice of Allowance on "August 20, 2004." This appears to be an 
error, since a Notice of Allowance (entitled "Corrected Notice of 
Allowance") was mailed by the USPTO on August 11, 2004, not on 
August 20, 2 004. Therefore, it appears that applicants may not 
be entitled to such 7 -day USPTO delay. 
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(b) A (second) Request for Continued Examination was filed 
on August 17, 2004. The Patent Term Adjustment History for the 
above-identified application indicates that a Notice of Allowance 
was mailed on January 31, 2 005. This was the first action after 
the filing of the RCE on August 17, 2004. However, such Notice 
of Allowance was not mailed by the USPTO until March 3, 2005. 
This results in a USPTO delay of 7 6 days (four months and 7 6 days 
after the filing of the RCE) . 

(c) In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that 
the correct patent term adjustment under 37 C.F.R. §1.702 is 231 
days (162 days +76 days - 7 days) .
